Perkin Trans. 2, 121-125 (1990). Bonamico et al. teaches 2, 3, 6, 7-Tetracyano-5- 
(tricyanoethenylimino)-3H-l,4,7b-triazaben2o[iJ]pentalenide compounds very similar to the 
allowed claims in that the core of the compounds of the reference and the instant claims are the 
same whereas the substituents are very different.
